The gourd that sheltered donah 
was shattered by the cast wind, and 
In all the tf.000 summers, autumn*, win¬ 
ters. spring* of the world's existence 
the worst wind that ever blew I* the 
east wind. Now, if tout would only 
give u* a c.llinutu of |ier|M*ttiul nor-' 
wester, how genial ami kind and placid 
and industrious Christiana we would all 
be! But it take* almighty grace to he 
what we ought to Im* under the east 
wind.

A* related by him in 
brief, his procedure, covering an ex¬ 
perience of 20 years, is a* follows: 

"'Using land Iu ii good stale of culti¬ 
vation, a* for other crops (preferably 
hut not necessarily n northern ex¬ 
posure), row* north ami south, 32 feet 
apart, are made by turning u straight 
plow furrow to tlie west and another 
to the <Nist, S«y. 20 Inches from Ural. 
The middle strip thus left is thrown out 
by another round with the plow, llio 
lust furrow la-lug nlmiit ten Inches 
deep, in the bottom of this dead fur- 
low running a listing plow, with sub- 
Hilling attachments, and then cm**, 
marking with any device to indicate the 
liM-atiou for trees IU feet apart In thn 
rows completes the preparation of the 
ground. 

" r Thrifty tvvo-yenr-ohl trees are con¬ 
sidered best, although those a year 
oldei are not objectionable. These arc 
taken up by a tree digger run ten to 
twelve Inches deep. When the trees line 
delivered oil the orchard land rrudy for 
planting, nirii distribute them at the 
cross-marks, nml two work together in 
planting a row. One ntumls tin* tree Iu 
It* place ami spreads it* roots out In 
their natural |*>*itlon. holding it, while 
the other shovels the (liter soli over 
them. Tin* man holding I he tree con¬ 
stantly trnui|M the earth among and 
around the mote, until It will llrmly 
hold the tree In an upright |Mi*ltlon. 
When the rows are thus made ready, 
ii team hitched with short singletrees 
to a plow follows, nml iu one round 
throws ihe adjacent earth back into the 
central furrow, tilling It. In ten days 
or two weeks, when wards licglti to 
show, another round Is mnde, turning 
u furrow two or three inches wide to¬ 
ward the trre and u little draper than 
the llrst, covering all turned by the 
previous round. Iu a fortnight an¬ 
other narrow furrow Is turned as be¬ 
fore, a* deep, and throwing the soil as 
far up on the edge ns possible, with a 
view to smut liering any weeds started 
In the tree row. This is repeated at 
two-week intervals until the middle of 
August, burning continuous lied* of 
mellow enrth or tree-rows aliout eight 
feet w ide, elevated four to six inches 
uInivc the adjacent surface, 12 to IS 
Inches deep und In superior condition 
for the reception of rain* und a vigorous 
growth of the trees. 

"'If the plowing end covering have 
failed to keep the weeds In subjection, 
the larger ones are cut with hoes, but 
this Is usually a light task. The follow¬ 
ing season cultivation la carried on by 
Drat plowing tlie soil from and later to* 
sard the trees, as in the preceding 
year, aud for winter leaving the land Iu 
much the same condition aa in the taM 
before. This cultivation ia kept up un¬ 
til the trace are five or alx year* ofd, ac 
In bearing, when the land ia aneded fte
